The word Teach 1s a great 
word, and {> is the word Teathing 5 
and all they did as preacaing In the 
Power, as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance and ability z and praying In tie 
Spirit: and Power, or asking the Father 
in Chriſt's Name, as he bade them, 
and ſinging praiſes to God in his Spirit 
and Power, as Pau! and Silas did In 
Priſon, and living Holy, Righteous, 
Godly, Sober Lives and Converſations, 
and other Works aforeſaid, done in tne 
Spirit, Power or Name of Chriſt, ſo 
their Teaching ſounded far and near ; 
for what they did, they did 1t in the 
Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. So the 
word teach, and teaching, Is of a large 
extent, for there is very good, and ef- 
fectual teaching ( beſides preaching ver = 
baily ) and the Diſciples of Chriſt 
taught ſothen, and do fo teach at this 
Day, as none other can, becauſe God: 
enables them ſo todo z, for they are all 
what they are in Chriſt, and in his 
Power they. do what they do; as firit 
to love as. Brethren- indeed, and in 

| truth,,

Hare ſearched the Four Everge- - 
BB fs, Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John , and the reſt of the New 
Teſtament threughly, concerning this 
Matter, about which many Profeſſors 


' - are ſo Hot and Zealous, and I do not 


find plain and ſubſtantial Gronnd, for 
what they ſo earneſtly contend about : 
I alſo obſerve, it is not. long ſince-many. 
ſuffered Martyrdom here in England, 
.becaule they believed nor, as the Ro- 
'. man Catholicks, ſo called, did believe, 
in Queen Mary's Days; andI remem- 
ber, the Presbyterians, in the time of 
Oliver Cromwell, were very ſtrict about 
| if, and examined People of their Faich, - 
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Hope, and ſuch like ; and whom they 
liked or approved of were admitted; 
but after-a ſhort time they. left. their 
Flocks, fled: away , and were filent - 
Then in came- the. Surplice-men, and 
they were for having all to come and 
take Bread and Wine with them, but 
the other ſort were only for admitting 
fuch, as they, upon Examination, judge 

ed worthy : But ſome of both cry oug 
againſt the Qzekers, ( ſo called ) be= | 
cauſe they do-notcome under their Mj- 
Diſtry of this Ordinance, ſo called ;

4. When Fohn comes to ſpeak of 
what Chriſt ſpoke to the Jews, and the 
People, that he had fed with Five Bar- 
ley Loaves and Two Fiſhes, he relates 
how Chriſt bade them not to labourfor 
the Meat that periſheth, but for the 
Meat that endureth unto Everlaſt g 
Life, which the Son of Man faid 1.e 
ſhould give, (mark;ſhould give) not ſell 
unto you ; for him bath God the Father 


ſealed ; and Y. 32. MyFather giveth you the 


true Bread from Heaven, but Moſes gave 
them not that Bread from Heaven. 
Again, the Bread of God, is he that 
cometh down from Hearen, and giveth 
Life unto the World. Again, Verſe 35. 
Jeſus ſaid unto thrm, I am the Bread of 
Life, he that cometh unto me ſhall ncver 


 bunger, and be that be lieves on me ſhall 
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never thirſt, Again, If any Man eat of 
this Bread , be ſhall live for ever; and 
the Bread that I will ging s my Fleſh, 
for the Life of the World; and except 
ye eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, 
and drink his Blood, ye have no Life 
in you; Whoſo cateth my Fleſh, and 


drinketh my Blood, hath Eternal Life, and 


T will raiſe him up at the laſt Day ; for 
my Fleſh is Meat indeed, and my Blood is 
Drink indeed ; he that eateth my Fleſh, and 
drinketh my Blood, dwelleth in me, and 1 
*n him. 

Now conſider that Bread that Moſes 
gave, they thatate itdied, but he that 
eats of the Bread that Chriſt giveth ſhall 
never die. Pray let me ask, What is 
the Bread that you break, is it Living 


Bread ? Or is it Unleavened Bread, 


Paſſover Bread ? If it be not Unleaven= 
ed Bread, It is not Paſſover Bread,; and 
if ſo, then not the Bread, that Chriſt 
at Supper broke, bleſt, and gave; and 
if not that Bread, tien where's your 
Foundation for yorr Bread? 

5. If it be not that Bread, are you 
ſure that Chriſt's Bl:fling goes along 
with 
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with it, for I am ſenſible, many lives 
very wickedly, that eats of the Pread 
the Prieſt ſells, and drinks of the Cup 
the Prieſt ſells, both before and after, 
and there's no Appearance of Eternal 
Life; and ifit were Unleavened Bread, 
ſuch as they eat at the Paſlover, ſuch as 
Chriſt bleſt, brake, -and gave them 3 
yet it 1s not Living Bread, nor can It 
give Life Eternal to them that eat it ; 
and therefore in the laſt and great Day 
of Feaſting of this Bread and Wine, 
Jeſus ſtood up and cried, If any man: 
thirſt, let him come unto me and drink : 
He that believes 0n me, as the Scripture 
hath ſazd, our of his Belly ſhalt flow Rivers 
of £iving Water ; but this ſpoke he of 
the Spirit, not of Elementary Water, 
which they that believed on him ſhould: 
receive ; for the Holy Ghoſt was not 
yet given, becauſe Jeſus was not thea- 
glorified. 

6. But now Jeſus Chriſt 3s glorified, 
and the Holy Ghoſt is given, then whi- 
' ther muſt we now £9? Muſt we yet run 
to My/es for the Bread tiat periſheth, 
or to Chriſt for the Bread that endures 
to Everlaſting Life ? Mult we that Lee: 
S-2 l:eve- 
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lieve on Chriſt, and know the Holy 
Ghoſt is Given, even the Spirit of A- 
doption, by which we cry, Abba, Fa- 
ther, and that God hath glorified his 
Son Jeſus Chriſt, 1 ſay, muſt we now 
go to Moſes for Water ? Orto John ei- 
ther ? Did any but Chriſt, or can any 
other than Chriſt give vs this Living 
Water? (if not) then let us go unto 
him, who is faithful that promiſed, 
that we may drigkK of the Water he 
eives; all drink into, or of one Spi- 
Tit. Oh! that Mendid know this Live 
ing Bread, and this Wine, or Living 
Water, then they would ſay, Lord, 
evermore give us of this Bread, and of 
this Water, that we mayeatand drink 
in thy Kingdom, and live for ever. 
For they that know this Bread, they 

know it by eating of it; and ſo they 
t:ſte of the goodneſs of the Lord, and 
of tis Divine Sweetneſs; this Know- 
ledge is Experimental; as the Child 
that ſucks the Breaſt of its Mother, 
though ir know neither Tongues nor 
Languages, yet it knows the Milk of 
the Breaſt is good, for it feels, and 


taſtes, and feeds of ir, and is nouriſh- 
cd 
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el byit, and enabled to grow from 
ſtature to ſtature. 

So none bat new-born Babes are thus 
t:d and nouriſhed, ſuch as live and a- 
bideat the Breaſt of Conſolation, and 
have free acceſs unto it, and feel it 
freely come in upon them, and knows 
it made bare unto them; Oh! theſz 
are ſenſible of the Love of God, and 
lean upon Jeſus Breaſt, upon their Be- 
loved, that hath brought them up ons 
of the Wilderneſs, unto his Holy Hills 
that is exalred above all' the Hills, and 
coming up a-top all the Mount:ins 3 
this is the Mountain of the Lord's 
Houſe, the Houle of the God of ] cob, 
unto which the weary and heavy laden 
11 all Nations run, and find reſt unto 
their poor Souls. 

7. But why are the Profeſſors of our 
Age fo laborious for outward Bread ? 
Is it not Bread Lhat pzriſheth ? (if ſo ) 
Chriſt ſaid, Lavour not for the Bread that 
periſhes, but for the Bread that endures 
unto Evrrliſti:g Life , which the Sun of 
Man ſball give wn'o you, John 6 27. 

Was not the Unleavened Bread (that 
Mo/es gave) Bread that periſhes ? And 
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pray wherein doth Chriſt exceed Moſes, 
it he give them not Bread that far ex- 
cels Moſes's Bread ; 1tell you, our Spi= 
Titual Meſcs is come, that: far exceeds. 
Temporal Moſes, as the Subſtance ex- 
ceeds the Type or Shadow ; and he 
gives us Spiritual Bread, and Spiritual 
Drink, the ſame that Moſes, and all 
that was with him in the Cloud, andin- 
the Ses, did eat and drink of, as the 
Apoſtle afirms, 1 Cor. 10. 3. For they. 
all eat of the ſame Spiritual Meat, 4;:d did. 
all arinkof the ſame Spiritual Drink; for 
they drank of that Spiritual Rock, that fol- 
lowed them, and that Rock was Chriſt ;,. 
n5W 12s clear from this Apoſtle, he 
was preaching of Spiritual Meat and 
Lrink to them, and the Spiritual Rock. 
Chriſt; and ſaid they, ( meaning Meo- 
fes, and a!l that was with im ) did all: 
cat of the ſame z what? the ſame Spi» . 
ri:nz) Meat and Drink, that the Apoltle 
and Diſciples of Chriſt did eat and 
drink of ; then if the ſame, it 1s Spir1- 
t:z2], not Outward or Temporal Meat 
and Drink, but Spiritual ; here's the 
Meat irdeed, and the Drink indeed, 

Chriſt i; oke of, as aforeſaid. Now lec 
us. 


Concerning the Lora®s Supper, . Bn: 
us. come a little farther in this Chapter, 
Verſe 14, 15, 16, 17. Wyerefore, my 
dearly beloved, flee from ldolatry, 1 ſpeak: 
as -t0 wiſe men, judge ye what I ſay, the 
Cup of Bleſſing which we bleſs, is it not the 
Communion of the Blood of Chriſt ? the 
Bread which we break, is it not the Com-- 
munion of the Body .of Chriſt? for we: 

(mark we) being many, are one Bread,, 
and one Body ; for we are all partakers of 
that one Bread ': Now here I might ſay/ 
ſomething to Wiſe Men, but not to' 
tie Wiſe and-Prudent of this World,, 

. for they. will not receive it; but let me, 

ask; wherein ſtands the Communzon1

not in Chriſt? And are they Wiſe. Men!

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they eat and drink, and be contented, 
although they find they are empty of 
Chriſt, ( who is this Spiritual Rock, 
whoſe Fleſh is Meat indeed, and whoſe 
Blood 1s Drink indeed ) are empty of 
his Life, Power, Virtue, Spirit, Wiſ- 
dom, Righteouſneſs, &c., Theſe ſit 
in Darkneſs , and ſee no Light, for 
they that ſleep, fleepin the Night ; and 
they that are drunk with the Fruits of 
the wild Grape, (or blind Opinions of 


| þ wild-headed Edomires) that are bunt- 
| & wing in their Airy, Earthly Wiſdom, a- 
* monglit the high Notioniſts, who have 


been greatly exalced in the dark Night 
of Apollacy, theſe are drunk in the 
Nigh:. 


But It me ask alittle further, pray 
what 1s this Cup of Bleſſing ? Is it an 
outward Cup? (If fo) then why can- 
not Men that drink of this C1p, drink 
Aliſo of the Cup of Devils? And pray 
hat is the Tavle of the Lord ? Is it 
outward? (If \o) then why cannot 
Men partake of the Lord's Table, and 
the Table of Devils ? Confider it, for 
the Table of the Lord is Spiri:nal, and 
Bong but Spirityal Men ca1 partake of 
We 3 
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it; the Natural Man. knows not the 
things of the Spicic of God; neither n+ 
deed, ſaid the Apoſtle, can he; for 
they are ſpiritually diſcerned, -and 
therefore only diſcerned by the Spirt- 
tuil Man, -in whom the Spirit of God 
dwells; ſee 1 Cor. 2.9, 10,11, 12, 13y 
14, 15. GoJ, who isa Spirit, hath a 
Spiritual Table, furniſhed with Spiri- 
tual Meat, and with Spiritu:1 Drink, 
for all his Spiritual Babes, Sons and 
Daight:rs, who are Born of the Sp:ric, 
and have Food provided for th:m, ac- 
cording to the Nature of the Seed they 


- are Born of; for the Birth being Spirt- 


tui], it muſt needs be granted, that 
the Meat and Drink it feeds upon, mult 
n:eds be Spiritual alſo, elſe how can it 
agree or ſuit with the Nature of this .. 
Birth ? For God is a Go4 of Order, 
and hati placed all thinzs in good Or- 
der b>th in H:aven, and in, Eirth; fo 
tht therz 1s no Commuaion between 
th= Spiritual and the Natural Maa 
neith:r can they feed tozether ; for e- 
very Creature hath its Faod accorcing 
to its Nature ; tie Fiſh of the S:a ca1- 
n2t feed upon tne Land, nor can the. 
Beaſts of the Field ſced in the S:a, no 
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morecan the Children of God feed at 
the Table of Devils ;- nor can the Chil-. 
dren-of the Devil feed at the Table of- 
the Lord, neither do they know it : 
Now what is. the Devils Table? For I 
frnd freedom to bea littleplain ; let us: 
ſce if we (can ſhew- wicked Men, that 
:re the Chiidren. of the Wicked One, 
whit their Father's Table is; ard that 
we may do it in ſhort, let us ſee who: 
are his Children, for. the. Childrens. 
Food 1s accorGing to, and ſuitable with. 
their Nature z now his Children ate 
theſe, and called by theſe Names, 1 Cor.. 
5, 9,10. Unrighteous, Fornicators, [-. 
:tolaters, Adulterers, Effeminate, A- 
uſers. of - themſelves with Mankind, 
Thieves ,. Covetous:., Drunkards, Ree: 
viders, Extortioners, Malicio:s. Envyie. 
crs, Haters of thoſe that are good, Mur- 
Jerers, Deceivers , Haters of God, 
Proud, Inventers of Evil Things,. Dit-- 
obedient to Parents, without Under-- 
ſtanding, Covenant- breakers, without.

unclean Man or Woman muſt enter: 
that Kingdom ; ſo the Devil he hath a- 
Table to feed theſe at, ( where? ) in 

the World ; therefore all theſe love 

the. World, but the love of God is not: 
in them, neither do they Joave one anc-- 
ther, but love ſelf, and are ſelf-ended, 

and love to obtain their worldly ends ;. 
and. when they ſhew in appearance to 

love one another, it 1s for ſome ſelfiih, 

worldly-end; ſo the Devil feeds thenr 
with worldly things; for he knows, . 
they love the Dainties of this. World, 
worldly Honours, Pleaſures, Profits. 
Riches and Vanities; ſothe World is 
very tzking-with bad People of alt. 
forts. Now the Devil would have pre- 
vailed with our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to. 
have fed at his Tezble, and he ſhewed 

him his fineſt Dairties, the World, and: 
the. Glory thereof, and offercd to give- 
it him, if he would fall down and wor-- 
ſhip him, but Chriſt faſted all the forty. 
Days he. was in the Wilderneſs, and: 
did. eat nothing, [mark. that] at. 4:. 
JI, $0 14. SO.)

So it's clear, they whoſe Minds are 
feeding here , are carnally-minded , 
live in the Fleſh, to the Fleſh, have 
their Aﬀc:itions ſet on things here ia 
the World, love the World; theſe 
love not God, caniot pl:aſe God, nor 
fecd, nor know, what i: is to feed at 
the Table of the Lord; nor do they 
b:lieve the Pcople of God, have ſuch 
Faſtures to ſeed in, ſuch a Table, 1o 
ſpread, ſuch a Banqueting-houſ, ſo fall 
of Sweet-mears, and Divine, Spiritual 
Drinks, as ticy have, where they ſit 
together in Heavenly Places in Chrift 
Jetus, who hath compeited them to 
come to the Wedding-Dinner of the 
grea: Kings and the Marriage-Supper 
of the Limb, cvery one having on the 
W-dding-garmert; Oh ! rhe things 
of God are good and precious Things, 
durable, laſting Riches, yea, everlalt- 
ing; and they that are come to par- 
take of them, thzie look not at things 
that are ſeen, which are Temporal, 

þut at thinzsnot ſeen, which are Eter- 
Ra!, 2 Cor. 4- 18. for tne A/phba and-

For if Sin had never entered, theſe had 
not had place in the Church. And now 
he is come that takes away Sin; and 
where Sin is taken away, there he that 
was before Sin was, comes to -be again 
in Man, as he was 1n the beginning ; 


and how was he then? Was there any 


Types, Figures or Shadows then, whilſt 
Man kept his ſtate in which he was 
made, whilſt Chriſt the Word, the in- 
corruptible Seed was Head, Lord, 
King, and all in him, then there was 
no ontward Law of Meſes, but that was 
added becauſe of Sin, until the Sced 


_ Chriſt came again, to put an end to 


Sin, and finiſh Tranſgreſſion, and 
bring in Everlaſting Righteouſneſs a- 


gain, Gal, 3, 19. fo to him mult all 


Types, Figures, yea, and the Law that 
was added, pive place, and he only be 
exalted, for he is worthy, who not 
only bore our Sins on his own. Body on 
the Tree, but the Curſe of the Law 

likewiſe. 
But ſome may ſay, Pau! ſpeaks of the 
Lord's Supper in 1 Cor. 11. 23. that. 
what he reccived of the Lord, was that 
which 
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88 Concerning the Loris Supper. 
which he alſo delivered unto them ? 
What was that ? Why it was this, that . 
the Lord: Jeſus', the fame Night in 
which he was Betrayed, tcok Bread, , 
and when he had given thanks, he broke 
it, and ſaid, Take eat, this w my Body, . 
which 1s broken for yon, this do in remen- 
brance of me, after the ſame manner be al - 
ſo took the Cup, ſaying, This Cup 15s the 
New Teſtament in my Blood, this do ye as. 
of'en as ye drink it in remembrance of me ; . 


for a4 often as ye eat 'this Bread, and drink 


this Cup, ye do (hew forth the Lord's 
Death till be come; wherefore, whoſoever 


ſhill eat this Bread, and arink this Cup of 


the Lord unworthily, ſhall be guilty of. rhe - 
Body ad Blood of Chriſt 5 but let a man 
examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of this. 
Bread, and drink of this Cup ;, for he that 
eaiteth and drinketh unworthily, cateth and 


arinketh Damnation to hinſelf, not diſ= 
ccrning the Lord®s Body. . Now I delire 
to know, if any thing can bz more plain : 
than that the Paſlover-did ſhew forth 
the Lord's Death till he came ; and as 
before, the breaking of Bread, the - 
fin Lamb -withont blemiſhy and the : 
Cup, was not. all this in the Paſſover, 
2nd. ſhewed the Lord's Death til] he 
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Concerning the Lord's Supper. 89: 
came ? But now he is come, and hath 
taſted Death for every Man, was dead, 
but is alive, and lives for evermore, . 
Death hath no. more Dominion over 
him, he died unto Sin, or for our Sins: 
ONCe, but he liveth unto. God, yea, Is. 
God, and lives for evermore. 

So that except Men (like the out- 
ward Few) b:lieve he is not come,, 
how can they now live in the uſe of 
that Figure, which ſhewed forth his 
Death till he came ; well then, butdid: 
not this Apoſtle, and the Church of 
Corinth, come to the Lord's Table and 
Supper ? Avſwer, They did ſome of 
them, but thoſe that did Sup with him, 
muſt needs do it in the Kingdom of 
God ; for he ate no more, nor drank 
no more, as he ſaid he would: nor, till 
it was fulfilled. in the Kingdom, and 
till he drank it new in his Father's: 
Kingdom 3; ſo he is not to be Supped 
with in the Figure, out of the King- 
dom; but they that Sup wiih him, Sup 
with him in his Kingdom ; and if Men 
Sup with him, they muſt have him to 
Sup with, and are with him where he 
1s, and behold his Glory, as the only 
Begotten of the. Father, full of — 

an 
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and Truth; and ſo he is with them ac- 
cording to his Promiſe, to the end of 
the World; and if ſo, how then can 
they run from him to the Figure, that 
was in uſe, and ſhewed forth his Death 
until he came? Bait now he is cone, 
and is with them, and in them, and 
they in him; for this Apoltle ſaid , 
Know ye rot that your Bodies are the Tem. 
ples of the Holy Ghoſt, and that Chriſt is 
3n you, except you be Reprobates, 2 Cor, 
13.5- How often doth the Scriptures 
ſpeak of ChriiPs being in his People, 
and they in him; Fohn ſaid, The Son 
of God is come, and hath given us a 
Mind to know him, or an Underſtand- 
ing, that we know him that is true, and 
we are in him that is true, even in his 
Son Jeſus Chriſt, 1 Fohrn 5. 20. So that 
it ſeems contradictory in it {{If to ſay 
Chriſt 1s come, and yet tocat the our- 
w-rd Peſ[>ver , which did but ſhew 
forth his Death until he came ; and to 
doa thing in Rememorance ot him, and 
yet bz wich him, and he with them ; 
for he gives his People to inherit Su4- 
ſtance ; and as the Apoſtle ſaid, Hev. 
9. 24, Chrit is not entered into Holy 
Places m:d2 wich Hands, which are Fio 
gures 
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gures of the true, but into Heaven it 
ſelf, now to appear in the preſence of 
God for us; ſo that Chriſt is not now in 
the Figures; and if Chriſt be not in 
them, what Virtue, Power , or Nou- 
riſhment is in them? for he hath all 
Fulneſs dwelling in him, and if we par- 
take not of his Fulneſs, what is 1t that 
we can partake of, that can do us any 
good *! And if all Fulneſs dwell in 
Chrilt, as the Scripture ſaith, then what 
is there in Figures, Types, and Sha- 
dows, ſurely theſe muſt needs be emp- 
ty, if all dwell in Chriſt, and that he 
be all in all ? Well might the Apoſtle 
ſay, Let him that glories , glory in the 
Lord; ſo that all the Teſtimonies of 
the Apoſtles, point and direct to 
Chriſt, and tcftifie of him, and his 
People at this day preach him for at- 
ter all his Sufferings, Paſſion, Reſurre- 
Qion and Aﬀeention, Bihold I ſtand at 
the Door and knock, if any man hear my 
voice, and open the Door to me, I will 
Come in unto him, and Sup with him, ard 
he ſhall Sup with me, Rev. 3. 26+ Open 
therefore ye everlaſting Doors, and let the 
Kirg of Glory enter in, for he is Lord of 
Hoſts, great and mighty, and if God be 
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02 Concerning the Lord's Supper. 
with you, mwho'can be againſt you ? He 1s 
come toteach his People himſelf, there- 
fore hear his Voice, and:openthe Door 
of the Soul, and let him in, that ye 
may Sup with him, and he with you; 
for it's he. that giveth Living Bread, 
and Living Water ,. and his Fleſh is 
Meat indeed, and his Blood is Drink 
indeed, they that eat his Fleſh, and 
drink his Blood , dwell- in him- , and 
hein them ; and therefore theſe muſt 
needs: know he- is come, for. they.Sup 
with him, where there is Bread enough, 
and all things are ready; the Marriage 
* of the Lamb is come, - bis Beauty. and: 
Glory is beheld, the Day of his Eſpeus 
fals is:come, and his Beloved is come up: 
out of her Wilderneſs-ſtate in a. great 
meaſure, and is made ready for her Bee 
loved, for he- is Adorned with his 
Wedding-garments; Oh! ſhe is the. 
faireſt amongſt Women, no Church, 
nor Woman like her, her Glory is 
within, ſhe feeds on hidden Manna, and 
hath Meat-to eac that the World knows- 
not of ; therefore ſhe tramples upon all 
Tranfitory Things, and hath the Moon 
nader her Feet ; ſhe ſecks not after the. 
Glory of the Night, fine Titles, great 
Honours, , 
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Hononrs, and rich Benefits, Places of 
outward Profit, wortdly.Gain, earth- 
ly Treaſure, and fading Riches, no, 
no, her Beloved, to whom fhe is joined, 
and made one 'Spirit with, never valu- 
ed theſe things, or ſought after them , 
yet the World hated him, and there- 
fore it_ hates his People, becauſe they 
are not of the World ; for if they were 
of the World, then the World would 
love her own, but becauſe they are not 
of the World ( Chriſt having choſen 
them out of the World ) therefore the 
World hates them ; even'as Cain ha- 
ted Abel, becauſe Abe's Works were 
Righteous, but Cazz's were Evil ;' Oh! 
therefore be intreated , all you. that 
read theſe Lines, to leave the World, 
that is to ſay, be diſ-jointed from ir, 
and cleave not to it in your Hearts, 
Minds, ' Souls, and Spirit, and return 
unto the Lord with your whole Hearts, 
Mind, and Might,- Souls ard Spirits, 
ard accept of his Bleſſed Tnvitations ; 
All you that thirſt come unto me, aid 
he, and drink ; this was in the laſt and 
great Day of the Feaſt, that Chriſt ſaid 
after this manner ; and as the outward 
Feaſt Crew then to an'end, ſo the = 
war 
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ward laſting Feaſt of Fat Things was 
peoclaimed ; and as the Figure or Type 
was near its period, ſo the Subſtance or 
Antitype Chriſt, the Bread of Lite, 
the Paſſover of the Spiritual Jew was 
proclaimed, and had many. known the 
Gift of God, and who it was that gave 
this free Invitation, and proclaimed it 
himſelf, for all to ceme that thirſted ; 
ſurely chey would bave come then; and 
now alſo, but alas there is too few that 
knows him, or thuyſteth after bim, eſ- 
pecially of- the Wiſe and Prudent of 
this World, nor of the Great, Rich, 
Mighty, Noble, Learned Diſputers of 
this World, who ſeek their own things, 
their own Honour, their own Exalta- 
tion, yea, their own Praiſe and Glory; 
not the Praiſe, Henour and Glory of . 
God, nor the Things of Jeſus. Chriſt. 
But come, | remember before this, he 
proclaimed by his Servant 1/aiab, Ho 
every one that thirſteth, come ye to the W a- 
ters and drink ; and ye that have no Mes 
ney, come, buy Wine and Milk nithout 
Honey, and without Price; wherefore do 
ye ſper d your Money for that which 1s not 
Bread, and your Labour f'> that which ſa- 
rificth nt ?
